Figures 21-29, cosmetic brush assembly with a binding portion does include a 
penetration hole wherein the first member is not provided with a disc seated with the

Figures 30-33, cosmetic brush assembly with a binding portion does include a 
penetration hole wherein the first member is provided with a disc seated with the plate 

Figures 34-41 B, cosmetic brush assembly having a tubular body on which a plate 
is mounted and a guiding member with an aperture into which the tubular body fits 

Figures 42-51, cosmetic brush assembly having a tubular body and a guiding 
member, and a mounting portion having a penetration opening that has a locking step at 
its upper end portion 

Figures 52-62, cosmetic brush assembly having a guiding member and a 
variable member positioned in an upward extending member that is provided with a 
cylindrical member elastically supported by a spring
